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Section 1. Section 53-168.06, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is anmended to read:

53-168.06. No person shall manufacture, bottle, blend, sell,
barter, transport, deliver, furnish, or possess any alcoholic |iquor
for beverage purposes except as specifically provided in the Nebraska
Liquor Control Act. Nothing in the act shall prevent (1) the
possession of alcoholic Iiquor legally obtained as provided in the act
for the personal use of the possessor and his or her famly and
guests; (2) the making of wine, cider, or other alcoholic liquor by a
person from fruits, vegetables, or grains, or the product thereof, by
sinple fernmentation and without distillation, if made solely for the
use of the mmker and his or her famly and guests; (3) any duly
licensed practicing physician or dentist from possessing or using
al coholic liquor in the strict practice of his or her profession, any
hospital or other institution caring for the sick and di seased persons
from possessing and using alcoholic liquor for the treatnent of bona
fide patients of such hospital or other institution, or any drug store

enploying a l|icensed pharmacist from possessing or using alcoholic

liquor in the compoundi ng of prescriptions of |icensed physicians; (4)

er——cerempry—{5) persons who are sixteen years old or older from

carrying alcoholic liquor from licensed establishnents when they are
acconpanied by a person not a mnor; {6} (5) persons who are
sixteen years old or older from handling alcoholic |iquor containers

and alcoholic liquor in the course of their enploynent; A (6)
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persons who are sixteen years old or older from renobving and
di sposing of alcoholic liquor containers for the convenience of the

Sec. 2. Section 53-180.02, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is amended to read:

53-180.02. Except as provided in section 53-168.06, no m nor
may sell, dispense, consune, or have in his or her possession or
physical control any alcoholic liquor in any tavern or in any other
place, including public streets, alleys, roads, or highways, upon
property owned by the State of Nebraska or any subdivision thereof, or
i nside any vehicle while in or on any other place, including, but not
limted to, the public streets, alleys, roads, or highways, or upon

property owned by the State of Nebraska or any subdivision thereof_

The governing bodies of counties, cities, and villages shal

have the power to, and nmay by applicable resolution or ordinance,
regul ate, suppress, and control the transportation, consunption, or
knowi ng possessi on of or having under his or her control beer or other
al coholic liquor in or transported by any notor vehicle, by any person
under twenty-one years of age, and may provide penalties for

viol ati ons of such resol ution or ordinance.
